In these times of individualism and self-identity everyone needs something with which he 
can relate to. Every man needs some idol, something which makes him feel proud. The white 
men have such men like George Washington, the founder of our country, and Paul Revere, 
without whom America would never have known that the British were coming. The Chinese 
have their great priests, the masters of Nature. The Indians have their great chiefs and warri- 
ors, most of whom gave their lives for their land. What do the Black people have besides the 
faint memories of their leaders who strived to do something for their people? 

You know, this is the bicentennial year, a year for celebrating two hundred years of events 
that have made America what it is today. Where would America be without such Black men as 
Crispus Attucks, whose name, if omitted from the accounts of the American Revolution, 
would also dismiss the “Boston Massacre” as just an irrelevent incident in the struggle of inde- 
pendence? Where would America be without Benjamin Banneker, who produced the first 
clock in the United States solely out of wood, and George Washington Carver, whose interest 
in the peanut led to a beehive of new discoveries? Where would medicine be today without 
Otis Boykin, a Black man, who devised the control unit used in artificial heart stimulators? 

Sure, the Black man was born into slavery, but look at all the hell he went through to get 
out. Look at Sojourner Truth, the first Black woman orator to speak out against slavery, who 
was beaten and stoned in an effort to silence her. And look at Frederick Douglass who 
escaped from slavery at the age of 21 to later become a lecturer traveling all over New Eng- 
land speaking out against slavery. : 3 

We do indeed have idols; Black men and women whom we can truthfully be proud of. His- 
tory is not history without the Black man, and America should be made aware of this. No iota 
of time, of strife, of peace, or of war has gone by without the Black man playing some signifi- 
cant part in it. What’s one week set aside for all the contributions the Black man has given to 
this country called America? We need a National Black History Week in order to educate the 
ignorant, in order to preserve our heritage, in order to celebrate the Black men and women 
who gave something to this country. :
